H arw ell was taken to the Mis­ 
souri Delta Community hospital 
in a Taylor ambulance but was 
pronounced dead on arrival. The 
body was removed to the Taylor 
Funeral Home. 
Sheriff Malcolm, who immedi­ 
ately took young Grimes to jail 
at Benton, told the Daily Stand­ 
ard that “there was no reason for 
him (G iim es) killing him.

Close Line 
If it guesses wrong one way, it 
may find itself confronted with 
big surpluses 
requiring 
heavy 
government price support outlays: 
if it guesses wrong the other way, 
prices will jum p and there may 
be real shortages. 
Fortunately, the departm ent has 
a little time 
in the case of most 
crops, because the planting sea­ 
son is six to eight months away. 
Nevertheless, the departm ent is 
under heavy pressure from farm ­ 
ers to announce 1951 plans now. 
The farmers w ant to 
get what 
m aterials they'll need, do the a- 
m ount of fall plowing that would 
be called for anti the like. 
The departm ent already has an­ 
nounced the 1951 wheat program. 
It calls for 72,500,000 acres com­ 
pared with about 09,000,000 this 
year. The w heat program was an­ 
nounced early because much of 
that grain is planted in the fall. 
Cotton Deadline 
The departm ent must announce 
by Oct. 15 w hether it will con­ 
tinue rigid production and m arket­ 
ing controls on cotton. It is being 


assumed that the m arketing con­ 
trols will be dropped because of 
this y ear’s very small crop and 
the possibility 
that limits will 
have to be placed on exports to 
assure this country of its needs. 
But no decision has yet been 
m ade on w hether acreage limita­ 
tions will be m aintained for cot­ 
ton.

The only crops for which rigid 
production controls are likely to 
be m aintained next year are to­ 
bacco and peanuts.

M uch depends 
also on how this year’s crop turns 
out quality-wise.

The hue 
and cry in 
recent 
months about 
ways to 
prevent 
human tooth decay has reminded 
us that care of teeth is important 
for dogs too. 
The condition of 
your dog’s teeth is closely related 
to his general health, both re­ 
flecting his internal state and also 
affecting that state. 
In dogs, as 
in human beings, the key to heal­ 
thy, strong teeeth is correct diet.! 
Experiments 
have 
shown 
that 
proper feeding particularly dur­ 
ing the early months of a dog’s j 
life can produce normal and per - 1 
fectly 
calcified 
teeth. 
And a 
carefully planned diet thereafter 
will assure continued soundness. 
The most difficult in a dog’s 
development is perhaps between 
the ages of four and ten months— | 
in large part because it is the 
teething period. 
Teething for a 
puppy is similar to teething of a 
baby, with 
the same pain 'an d 
drain on vitality, and should be 
treated with sympathy. 
The first 
or milk teeth are in within the j 
first five or six weeks. 
About the j 
fourth 
month 
the 
permanent 
teeth—twenty-one on each side— 
replaces the first ones. 
Frequent j 
examination should be made to 
see that these teeth are coming 
through evenly. 
Fits and eczema 
are sometimes caused by teething 
and may call for the help of a 
veterinarian. 
Foods containing bone-building! 
minerals are desirable throughout 
the dog’s life. 
Once teething is I 
finished, 
foods 
maintaining 
a j 
proper balance of vitamins and i 
minerals should be used. Prob­ 
ably the most complete dog food, 
containing all the necessary ele­ 
ments for bodily health 
is the 


ivernment 
inspected 
certified, 
canned food. 


During the teething period a raw 
bone will help a puppy to remove 
the temporary teeth and facilitate 
cutting of new teeth. 
But as soon 
| as the teeth are through the gums, 
the bone should be discarded. Con­ 
trary to popular thought, bones 
are not necessary to the health 
of a grown dog. 
Too numerous 
and too hard bones may wear the 
teeth away, 
especially if 
there 
were poor teeth. And though dogs J 
will digest both cooked and un­ 
cooked bones, the nourishment in 
a bone is of little value. 
Better 
get the calcium in a ground form 
in the canned food which is re­ 
quired to contain not less than 
3 10 precent of calcium. 
Keeping the mouth clean is es­ 
sential to the dog’s health and to 
the comfort of persons around him. 
Food particles 
wedged 
between 
teeth may decay and cause bad 
breath. 
Look 
over your 
dog’s 
teeth once in a while and use a 
tooth brush on him if necessary. 
Tartar desposits may cause in- 
flammation and absorption of the 
gums and ultimate loosening of 
the teeth. 
If you suspect trouble 
( heck with your veterinarian. He

—one quarter to one teaspoonful 
three or four times weekly in the 
evening meal.

The hue 
and cry in 
recent 
months about 
ways to 
prevent 
human tooth decay has reminded 
us that care of teeth is important 
for dogs too. 
The condition of 
your dog’s teeth is closely related 
to his general health, both re­ 
flecting his internal state and also 
affecting that state. 
In dogs, as 
in human beings, the key to heal­ 
thy, strong tec-eth is correct diet. 
Experiments 
have 
shown 
that 
proper feeding particularly d u r­ 
ing the early months of a dog’s 
life can produce normal and p er­ 
fectly 
calcified 
teeth. 
And a 
carefully planned diet thereafter 
will assure continued soundness. 
The most difficult in a dog’s 
development is perhaps between 
the ages of four and ten months— 
in large part because it is the 
teething period. 
Teething for a 
puppy is similar to teething of a 
baby, with 
the same pain 'a n d 
drain on vitality, and should be 
treated with sympathy. 
The first 
or milk teeth are in within the 
first five or six weeks. 
About the 
fourth 
month 
the 
perm anent 
teeth—twenty-one on each side— 
replaces the first ones. 
Frequent 
examination should be made to 
see that these teeth are coming 
through evenly. 
Fits and eczema 
are sometimes caused by teething 
and may call for the help of a 
veterinarian. 
Foods containing bone-building 
minerals are desirable throughout 
the dog’s life. 
Once teething is 
finished, 
foods 
maintaining 
a j 
proper balance of vitamins and | 
minerals should be used. Prob­ 
ably the most complete dog food, 
containing all the necessary ele­ 
ments for bodily health 
is the 


inspected 
certified, 
government 
canned food. 
During the teething period a raw 
bone will help a puppy to remove 
the tem porary teeth and facilitate 
cutting of new teeth. 
But as soon 
as the teeth are through the gums, 
the bone should be discarded. Con­ 
trary to popular thought, bones 
are not necessary to the health 
of a grown dog. 
Too num erous 
and too hard bones may wear the 
teeth away, 
especially if 
there 
were poor teeth. And though dogs 
will digest both cooked and u n ­ 
cooked bones, the nourishm ent in 
a bone is of little value. 
Better 
get the calcium in a ground form 
in the canned food w hich is re ­ 
quired to contain not less than 
3 10 precent of calcium. 
Keeping the mouth clean is es­ 
sential to the dog’s health and to 
the comfort of persons around him. 
Food particles 
wedged 
between 
teeth may decay and cause bad J 
breath. 
Look 
over your 
dog’s 
teeth once in a while and use a 
tooth brush on him if necessary. 
T artar desposits may cause in­ 
flammation and absorption of the 
gums and ultim ate loosening of 
the teeth. 
If you suspect trouble 
check with your veterinarian. He 
may prescribe powdered charcoal 
—one quarter to one teaspoonful 
three or four times weekly in the 
evening meal.
